1 sincerely believe that your firm should begin to take an active 
interest in the training and utilization of FAOIS officers; not only from 
the standpoint of improved mutual understanding which would derive for 
both D0D (Army) and your Agency through exchange utilization of these 
people in the course of their training and general professional develop- 
ment, but also because they will ultimately provide a very useful skilled 
manpower pool (even after military retirement) to satisfy special mission 
or short term project requirements, (Relatively inexpensive tool). 

Reciprocal loan to D0D of some of your career people may not be a bad idea 
either. If you don't want to become directly involved at this time 
perhaps some of your personnel or recruit ing people might look into it -
